Glance t th Would Wb Live In' Thk
Acadkmt cp Music Thronoed. Lat evening, a

iry large audience erected Prolesor It. E.
Rogers, M. D of the liiiiversity of i'ennsylva-nia- ,

on the occasion of ids lecture lor the henctit
of the Soldiers' and Sailors' Ilmnc. Miny ho irs
of care ano toil had been given to the prepara-
tion of models lor tho practical illustration of
the prominent forces and operations of nature.
The stago wa covered with these models, and
the var.ea groupings of the machinery hal a
plctnreeque appearance from the auditorium.

The "Chime of Musical Colls," before exhi-
bited to the public in the great Sanitary Fair of
164, introduced the periormanccs with a beeu-tilu- l

melody.
Profe.'Ror Rogers alluded tithe l!me3ofthe

war throueh which the country had Inst passed
lie reflected on hut we all owed to those who
had lain on the cold earth, with no covodnsr but
the blue arch overhead, who had t attled for us
amid privations Hiid miseries, and ho was now
prepared to lay his hi tic mite at. their feet. He
lelt ihnt (iod would bless t hese benevolent ladies
and gentlemen, who were aiding the srreat cauce
of Justice in supporting the Soldiers' and Sailors'
Home.

His th0me was the world that God had ma le.
What a beautiful creation it was I Gravitation
holds by an iron chain the planets circling in
their orbiU , restraining them, and reaching far
into intinity to govern even the comets. Heat
and lieht alike governed all materials. Let any
atom not do its part ol the great work, and coii-fusio- n

and anarchy would be inevitable. The
most important apparent consideration in the
contemplation of the Universe is tn law of
chantre, yet it always perlorme 1 according to
fixed rules. The particle that lloated in the air
was as immutably qoverucd by fixed, unalterablo
laws as the trrent planetary systems.

Unity was the law thai governed the universe.
In Christianity the Trinity prevails, bin in the
material world Cod held this globe in the lialin
of His hand. Matter was wuat impressed the
senses, and was only known by that apprecia-
tion. Thus unity here prevailed, but does that
niatier differ Iroih tho law of unity ? Is it anni-
hilated or only mutilated '! Kxperiment would

that matter was never destroyed, but only
changed, simply brought from on! form Into
another. Tons matUr, while obc.wng the la.y
ot gravity, obeys the law of never being des-
troyed.

Force of matter is recoanlzed mostly bv
motion. Motion gives us tho conception of
something that is moved, which associates with
itself ppaee. When an object moves it is not bv
a force of Itself, but it is simply an action or ex-

hibition of lorcc. Force can no; be supposed to
bo destroyed, becau;e the fiat of God may bo
rightly ludted to declare that while matter can-
not be destroyed, force is likewise eternal.
Motion can be changed in it? mode of pheno-
mena iuto light, heat, electricity, magnetism,
sound.

The Professor then proceeded to demonstrate
practically that the study of nature would unfold
gems and treasures of poetry and romance: that
chemistry and natural philosophy contained the
materials lor enjoyment and instruction in ample
profusion.

The first experiment consisted in placing an in-

visible, impalpable azencyinto balancing cones,
so that the cones were alteruately projected up-

ward and downward. A lame series of experi-
ments were perlormed by the Professor, with
interesting, curious, aud effects. Yet,
when the explanations were given, the results
produced were evidently founded on scientific
principles. The paper cone that was borne down-
ward by the Inpourlng of au invisible agent was
tiled with chukc-damp- , heavy air, or carbonic
acid. The reversed cone that was propelled up-
ward was filled from underneath wi'h hydrogen,
much lighter than common air.

Professor Rogers presented, in corroboration
of the principles which he had enunciated iu his
ooenmg address, many experiments, the popular
descriptions of which would be impossible, but
the beholding of which was profoundly inte-
resting.

Prolessor Rogers, returning thanks lor the aid
rendered by his assistanc, bv Dr. Hunt, Mr. Par-ns- h,

Dr. Donens, of New York, aud other dis-
tinguished gentlemen, lor the ensuing experi-
ment, exhibited, by shadows pustlon a screen, a
beautilui illustration of the decomposition of
water by galvanic action, the hvdrogen and oxy-
gen gases frejd being magnified so as to be visi-
ble to the entire audience.

After other pleasing experiments, illustrative
ol the immutable laws governing thejforces of
nature, the lecturar would have concluded his
discourse, hnd not the unanimous voice of the
audience requested its extension, and near 11
o'clock the vast assembly dispersed, highly edi-
fied and delighted with the evening's entertain-
ment,

Councils Must be Economical. The
City Controller, in his annual report, shortly to
be published, w ill submit several suggestions to
Councils in reference lo the financial condition
of the city. He says that ''the income from
municipal 'sources, with the tax collected iu
lbtio, could not possibly equal tne expenaitures,
inctensed as they were above the amount com-
puted irom the requirements of the several
Departments returned on the 1st of November,
itio4, oy increase oi salaries, cost ot supplies
and labor, and the large demand in the early
part of the year lor the payment ot a d propria
tions for bounties beyond the amount of loan
authorized tor that purpose; and with th pre-
sent rates of tax for I860, It is almost entirely
dependent on Councils whether ft will be ade
quate to meet the demands ot the Departments,
und sufficient to restore public confidence in the
securities ot the citv, so that the loans may be
sold and maintained at par, or suffered to depre-
ciate; and with the loans now on hand disposed
of at par, it will be by the most rigid economy,
ignoring extra appropriations, that the estimated
resources will prove suuicient to meet the known
requirements of the city."

There is, perhaps, no more important office
in the municipal government than that ot City
Controller; or none requiring greater energy,
probity, and business sagacity. Mr. Joseph It.
Lyndall, the present imumbent, in the dis
cbarge ot his ollicial duties has exhibited these
bui-ines- s qualities in a pre eminent degree. His,
coming report, ol which wo give a synopsis
above, will be lound to be a most satisfactory
exmun ui iuo liiiuiieuii euuiruiuuoi our city.
